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WETASKIWINITE 
HAS AN IMPORT- 
ANT INVENTION 


D. FE. Humbke recently obtained pat- 
ents both in the United: States and 
Canada for a grain, saving devico, 
which promises to save a large amount 
of grain for every farmer who has 
his threshing done by a machine 
fitted with this invention, The idea 
came to Mr. Humbké a few years ago 
when he observed a lot of grain going 
into the stack which should find its 
way to the bin, and he concluded 
he would devise some means of ef- 
fecting this saving. Accordingly he 
started experiments, which resulted in 
the invention he has patented, 

The device, which is made of gal- 
vanized iron, is very simple, and may 
be attached to any make of thresher, 
is placed between the sieves and blow- 
er. All straw passes over it, and any 
grain not previously separated from 
the chaff, is removed and passes down 
the’ chute intended for the kernels. 
This device, or extra sieve, is easily 
adjusted to suit the variety of grain 
being threshed. 

Another advantage claimed for the 
invention is that it will help prevant 
the machine from + clogging~ at the 
réar end as the chaff and straw are 
entering the blower. 

Mr. Humbke claims it is a great 
saver, as he has used it on his own 
machine for a couple of years with 
great success and will easily pay for 
itself in a short time. He believes 
that as soon ag farmers and zrain men 
become aware of the great saving, 
they will insist on the machine having 
the device attached before threshing 
is commenced, 

Mr. Humbke is having the inven- 
tion placed on the market by brokers 
in Chicago, who are negotiating with 
manufacturers:to have the attachment 
placed in all threshers turned. out in 
both Canada and the United States.

The trade travel and exploration 
of the Kootenay are a romance of 
progress.

Columbia on the map. It was named 
after the late Major-Genera! Sir 
Samuel Steelo, who commanded the 
North West Mounted Police in West- 
ern Canada for many years. A de- 
tachment of Mounted Police was, 
stationed there in the early days and 
the barracks still remain, In 1864, 
it was the scene of one of the most 
phenomenal gold rushes in history 
and, in less than two years, many 
millions of gold were taken out of 
Wild Horse Creek. Many big game 
parties outfit there before procecd- 
ing on hunting expeditions, 

In the early days travel was diffi- 
cult. The first mails went into Nel- 
son on the back of a mule and all 
supplies were brought in by pack 
train—a string of mules. On these 
narrow trails around the mountains, 
the sure-footed mules were a marvel.

Thirty-four million dollars’ worth of 
dairy products were manufactured in 
Alberta last year, according to the 
estimate from the dairy commission- 
ers office, Approximately seventy- 
five per cent of this was made in Nor- 
thern Alberta and fifty per cent in 
Edmonton city, and in the nature of 
the topography of this province north- 
ern Alberta is likely to remain the 
larger producing area so far as dairy 
products are concerned. 

There are 63 creameriés operating 
and from these 12,150,000 pounds of 
buttér were made at an average price 
per pound of 66%c, Tha cheese pro- 
duction was 466,534 pounds, made by 
7 factories and valued at $128,839,
